Now this is a remarkably satisfactory example of the| 
modern idea of co-operation by the manufacturer with his| 
retail trade. This producer is wise enough to know that he'| 
must do something more than place his products in the re- 
tailers’ hands. The broader view of sales conditions which | 
the manufacturer has will enable him to correct conditions| 
that would not even be apparent to the retailer. This is al 
lesson that manufacturers in every industry may profitably | 


study and consider. | 
- a recent issue of The Automotive Daily News there 
appeared a brief item, which is, nevertheless, fraught 
with a great deal of significance. This news story was to; 
the effect that the Department of Commerce has found by 
analysis that our states average an expenditure for highway 
construction and maintenance equal of 15 per cent. of their | 
total income.
